“The president, who is Baron Pierre 
de Coubertin, and whe founded 
the Olympic games thirty years 
ago, told me he saw dark times 
ahead for Burope. He believes 
that the Pacific Coast with Los 
Angeles as the center is the prop- 
er place for the werld's meeting 
headquarters for athletes. 

“He believes that we are grow- 
Ting stronger and more energetic 
athletes over here and for that 
reason the center of athietice 
should be here in Los Angeles.” 

Mr. Garland, who was ch 
president of the Communit 
velopment Association by e five 
publishers of Los Angeles, made 
the trip to Paris at a great per- 
sonal sacrifice and ioss ef time 
from personal business.

BUREAU ACTIVITY GREAT 


Contatning interesting data re- 
garding the activities of the De- 
partment of Charities, county of 
Los Angeles, bulletin No 3 of 
that organization has Just been is- 
sued.

Paper as Urging Fairer 
by Amari 


In an article discussing the rela- 
tions between France and 
United States, the French journal 
Les Annales quotes at some length 
Laicien Brunswig of this city, whe 
is now touring Burope and is 
spending considerable time in 
France in an effort to establish 
closer relations between the two 
nations. 

By reason of his standing among 
French people of America and the 
many Franco-American movements 
in which he is active, Les Annales 
refers to Mr. Brunswig as one well 
qualified to speak on the subject. 
In his interview in the French pa- 
per, the Los Angeles man says that 
for some time he has observed 
in certain parte of the United 
States a sentiment less favorabie 
to existed during the 
war. For this he says the returned 
soldiers of the American Expedi- 
tionary Force are to some extent 
respopsible because of their in- 
@ividual grievances against French 
merchants. 

At this point the editor of Les 
Annales notes that the warmth of 
the French welcome to the Ameri- 
can soldiers cooled somewhat it- 
self along toward the end of the 
war, the French people themselves 
having suffered a few disillusion- 
ments. 

Continuing, Mr. Bru also 
gives a share of the blame to 
German propagandists § § ih the 
United States, to the American 
tourist who complains without 
cause that he has been cheated, to 
the American who comes to France 
to escape the rigors of the Vol- 
stead Act, to the new-rich war 
profiteser who across 
France and returns, wuncompre- 
hending, with tales to the deteri- 
ment of France. 

However, sald Mr. Brunewig. 
representative Americans are not 
to be confused with these. It is 
to Americans who understand 
France, who speak the French 
lang and who sympathize with 
what nee seeks to do that th» 
appeal of France must be madv. 
To effect a better understanding 
and co-operation between the na- 
tions he urges a press capable of 
combating the German propaganda, 
the proper use of motion-picture 
filma, appeals to the women's 
clubs of America, to the Rotary 
Clubs and to similar o ons.

,batr felt, manufactured by a home-industry plant—the Standard Felt 
| Company of West Alhambra. This insulating felt is about 30 per cent 


hair and 70 per cent wool and will not burn. A torch was applied to 


‘portions before it was installed. 


It ts bung three inches from the 


walls, the air space creating an additional insulation against sound. 


Artists who walk in to the broad- 
cast room are immediately sur- 
prised at the sound of their speak- 
ing voices, for all echoes and ordi- 
nary vibrations have been elimi- 
nated. Not sound itself, but the 
reverberation of the sound is re- 
sponsible for noise in every-day 
offices and homes. In an office an 
employee drops a remark, or a 
paper weight, and the walle and 
ceilings, gossip-like, pick up the 
incident and bandy it about, until 
it may make a@ sound like an ex- 
plosion. In your garage at home, 
the engine of your motor car prob- 
ably sounds like a war tank, while 
outside on the boulevard, where 
there are no walls or celling to cast 
echoes and slander, your car drones 
along like a bumble bee. 

Every effort is being made to 
produce acoustics tn The Times’ 
radio station which wil! be as near 
the equivalent of the majestic ail- 
ence of the great outdoors found in 
mountains far from the city.

Rt. Hon. Lord Shaw, member of 
the Lords of Appeal of England

The men who participated 
in the raid arrived in Inglewood 
early in the evening and met in a 
garage. They were masked. They 
talked over the details. One man 
was heard to say that the “big 
boss sent word there was to be no 
violence.” Another one said, it was 
testified, that no regalia of the or- 
ganization was to worn. 

The testimony further showed 
thet the masked men broke into 
the Elduayen home, captured Fidel 
and Mathias Elduayen, forced their 
way into the rooms occupied by 
Mre. Angela Biduayen and her two 
daughters, Mary and Bernarda, 14 
and 1¢ years of age. and forced 
them to dress in their presence. 

While thé raiders were sur- 
rounding the Elduayen place, the 
call for help was sent in to Con- 
stable Mosher.

latex is coagulated. When the 
first layer is thoroughly smoked, 
the paddle is again dipped, layer 
and all, and the second layer giv- 
en the smoke treatment. So the 
biscuit ig built up, layer upon lay- 
er, until a ball of the desired size 
made. The methods used are 
very crude and the workmen are 
none too careful and it is neces- 
sary before the rubber is used in 
manufacture to give it a thorough 
cleansing to remove impurities. 

‘Into the production of crude rub- 
ber on the plantations of the Far 
Bast, on the other hand, have gone 
the ingenuity and resourcefulness 
of the scientific minds of the white 
race, with the result that the rubd- 
ber coming from the plantations is 
very largely free of impurities and 
carefully packed.—-[ Philadelphia 
Ledger.

VY JE WILL never collect the money loaned by the United 
States to the Allies. They have offered various ex= 
cuses—most of which are dubious. The real reason is 

that France, England and Italy are spending every cent they can 

rake and scrape for another purpose. They are getting ready 


for another war. 


Through military circles we hear whispers of immense bat 
teries of heavy guns being dug into the French coast—long-. 
range guns that can drop shells into London across the English 
Channel. We hear also reports of a new type of submarine 
built in secret for France—a submarine with the armament and 


gun power of a battle cruiser.

There 
is much said and more hinted of 
the latent and at present unawak- 
ened powers of humanity. and of

beings of whose existence we are 


now ignorant. 

“The confession of ignorance of 
the First Cause,”’ says this author, 
“Is everywhere explicit.” It is 
merely said that the First Cause 
is of necessity infinite. This idea of 
infinity inevitably gives rise to pan- 
theism, since if the First Cause is 
everything, everything partakes of 
it, and proceeds from it. From 
this pantheism proceeds in turn 
the belief in immortality and the 
ultimate optimism; for the Cause 
being infinite in space and time, 
nothing that is of it or in it can 
be destroyed without destroying a 
part of the Cause itself, which ts 
impossible. Nor can anything be 
condemned eternal unhappi- 
ness without condemning a part 
of the Cause itself to such unhap- 
piness. 

Absolute agnosticism as to the 
nature of the First Cause, except 
that it is infinite—because the in- 
finite alone is unknowable; conse- 
quent pantheism, universal im- 
mortality and ultimate optimism, 
one tenets of these proceeding 
from another in logical series— 
this is all which, at present, can 
be gleaned regarding “The Great 
Secret," from the philosophical 
remains of those races which have 
preceded us. 

“Let us at least learn,” con- 
Cludes Maeterlinck. “to make al- 
lowance, as they did, for the un- 
Knowable, and to search only for 
what is there: That is, the cer- 
tainty that all things are God, 
that all things exist in Him and 
shall end in happiness, and that 
the only divinity which we can hope 
to understand is to be found in the 
depths of our own souls. At the 
very beginning they manage to de- 
rive from this philosophy the pur- 
est morality which we have known” 
(the Divine Fatherhood and the 
Universal Brotherhood, with all 
that this implies.) “do not there- 
fore let us forget them: this is the 
last and the best counsel of the oc- 
cult testament whose pages we have 
just been turning over.” 

It will be observed by the dis- 
criminating reader that Maeterlinck 
completely ignores the common 
testimony of the Mystics, who have 
existed in all ages, races and re- 
ligions. And until their evidence is 
examined, the last word on this 
subject remains unsaid.

NO FEAR OF GERMAN 
DEPOPULATION NOW 


CORRESPONDENT GIVES SOME 
INTERESTING FIGURES 
ABOUT BIRTH RATES 


That Germany ig in little danger 
of depopulation is shown by some 
interesting statistics given the 
Berlin correspondent of the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical As- 
sociation, who writes: 

“Ap reference to the reports of 
the statistical bureau will show, 
there has been scarcely a year dur- 
ing the firet two decades of the 
present century in which the birth 
of several groups of quadruplets 
has not been reeorded, which 
| furnishes further evidence of the 
fertility of German women. In 
1901, 1906, 1916 and 1919 only 
one group of quadruplets was born 
each year. However, in 19038, 1904, 
1912 and 1814 there were two 
groups each year, and in 1905 
and 1909 three groupe. In 1902 
there were three groups of quad- 
ruplets and one group of quintup- 
lets. Im 1908, 1910, 1911, 1915 and 
1917 there were four groups of 
quadruplets each year, and in 1913 
there were six such groups. 

“The German people were also 
richly blessed with triplets during 
these two decades. The maximum 
number of triplets were born in 
1904 (192) and the minimum num- 
ber In 1918 (111.) The year 1904 
has also the largest number of 
twin births to ites credit, namely, 
26,751 out of 54.383 multiple births 
(individual) children. e the 
frequency of multiple birthe dur- 
ing the past twenty years 
in the main, the ueual ratio to 
the total number of births, the 
year 1919 constitutes an exception, 
since for this the proportion 
of multiple births to the total num- 
der of births was 2.48: whereas, 
previous years, the proportion 
was in almost évery instance un- 
der 2.60 per cent. 

In 1919 there Were 17,333 groups 
among the multiple births and 
, 34,866 children were thug born.

With this in view, it is the cuetom 
to purchase at least one hundred 
copies of muchly wanted books, 
and in case of more urgent de- 
mand additional numbers are ac- 
quired. 

All patrons of public libraries 
are aware that it is next to im- 
possible to obtain the use of late 
books of fiction, so great is the de- 
mand, and intelligent readers high- 
ly appreciate the accommodation 
afforded by the Broadway Club. 

For permanent residents of the 
city there is no membership fee; 
but non-residents are, of course, 
requested to make a deposit cover- 
ing the cost of the books taken 
out. The rental dues upon books 
is merely nominal, but 2 cents 
per day, for new fiction and a 
single cent for reprinta. 

So negligible a cost for the priv- 
lege of reading the latest books 
led to the immediate success of 
the Readers’ Club, the membership 
increasing daily by leaps and 
bounds. Although the club ifs in 
nowise connected with the book 
department of The Broadway, it 
was interesting to note that, as 
the manager assured me, the estab- 
lishment of the Readers’ Club has 
led to an increased patronage for 
the book section. Such has been 
the history of public libraries, 
established in new localities, the 
number of book purchases almost 
invariably being greatly augmented 
by use of the library.

AID IN DEVELOPING. 
ART IN PALESTINE 


MANY FAMILIES THERE NOW 
MAKE A LIVING THAT 
IINE 


Reports from Palestine show 
that in the near future a great de- 
velopment in the fine art industry 
may be expected. This is in no 
small measure due to the Initia- 
tive of Prof. Boris Shatz the 
founder of the Bezalel School, 
which for the last fifteen years 
has been training young Palestin- 
lans in arts and crafts. 

Following his suggestion, schools 
for work in laces were also estab- 
ished by various persons in Pal- 
estine for girls and women. 

Several hundred young men and 
women who have attended these 
classes have banded themselves 
together into small co-operative 
groups, each specializing in a dif- 
ferent kind of work. There are 
special groups for batik work, 
various handmade laces, antique 


jewelry in silver and gold, and for 
pastels and oll paintings. 

Last year Lewin Epstein con- 
ceived the idea of organizing a 
company in England and in 
America, with sultable capital, to 
act as direct eelling agencies of 
the groups in Palestine, and by 
this means it wae hoped to furnish 
considerable employment in Pal- 
estine besides facilitating the de- 
velopment of art. There are now 
in Palestine about 600 to 800 fam- 
ilies who are supported by this in- 
dustry-——[New York World.

LONDON, 
members of Parliament are mani- 


festing alarm as to what effect the. 


refusal to allow peeresses to sit in 


the House of Lords may have on 
the votes of women at the next 
general election. Should women 
in any large numbers vote against 
the governmental candidates it is 
certain that many of them would be 
defeated, and probably Premier 
Lioyd George would no longer be 
able to command a majority in 
Parliament. 

Therefore they are anxious that 
the government be not saddled with 
responsibility for a decision which 
was made by the Lords themselves 
and in which the government was 
not openly involved. 

Viscountess Rhondda and leaders 
of the women’s movement general- 
ly are determined that the govern- 
ment shall be saddled with the re- 
sponsibility which belongs to it and 
not be allowed to shirk it if they 
can help it. 

Lady Rhondda herself says that 
the decision to exclude peeresses 
from the upper chamber was vir- 
tually that of the government and 
not of the House of Lords. She 
points out that the original House 
of Lords Committee on Privileges 
decided by 7 to lin favor of 
the right of peeresses to vote in 
the House. Ordinarily su¢h a de- 
cision, supported by such a ma- 
jority. would have been adopted by 
the Lords without question. But the 
Lord Chancellor, Lord Birkenhead, 
a member of the Cabinet, inter- 
vened with an amendment refer- 
ring the matter back to the com- 
mittee for reconsideration. 

And reconsideration by a com- 
mittee which in the interval had 
beén etrengthéned by Lords of 
Lérd Birkenhead's own way of 
thinking, resulted in reversing the 
7-to-1 decision. The committee de- 
cided. 20 votes to 4, that peeresses 
should not sit and vote in the 
House of Lords. 

“It seems pretty certain,” 
lady Rhondda, “that had it not 
been for the Lord Chancellor wom- 
en otherwise qualified would not be 
excluded from the House of Lorda 
on the ground of sex.” 

The Sex Disqualification Removal 
Act starts with the opening gener- 
alization. A person shall not be 
disqualified by sex or marriage 
from the exercise of any public 
function” and was loudly acclaimed 
as women's new charter of liberty. 

But the act which purports to 
give equal opportunities for men 
and women, Lady Rhondda points 
out, has availed women nothing 
when challenged. Women in the 
civil service have been refused the 
same rights as men. Women doc- 
tors In the employ of municipalities 
have been deprived of their posi- 
tions when they married, although 
the act specifically stated that mar- 
riage should no longer be a bar to 
public service. 

*The government has made many 
thousands of enemies, Lady 
Rhond says, by its failure to 
support its own act. “The ques- 
tion today is,” says Lady Rhondda, 
“does the Sex Disqualification Re- 
moval Act mean what it appears to 
mean, or was it simply a clever 
fraud perpetrated on a section of 
the community new to politica) 
dodges by an unscrupulous govern- 
ment?”

COAL STORAGE 


HARD PROBLEM 


Two. Factors Prevent Large 
Amounts Being Kept 


Unsteady Demand for Fuel 


Complicates Industry 


Subaqueous Storage Tried 
Successfully 


DISPATCH] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5. — The 
protracted coal strike has set ex- 
perts of the Federal government to 
studying anew the problem of the 
storage of coal on a large scale. 

Aside from the expense of extra 
handling and equipment, there are 
two major reasons why coal cannot 
successfully be stored. The first 
is that when exposed to the air, 
coal gradually loses its combus- 
tibility—that is, its burning and 
heating qualities The ages pro- 
duce coal by crushing decayed 
vegetable matter under great 
weight and pressure in the depths 
of the earth, far from atmosphere. 
When coal is brought to the sur- 
face and exposed to the air, na- 
ture starts to undo the process 
and take the elements of combus- 
tion away. 

The second reason is that, 
through some chemical or physica! 
action of the air upon coal, which 
has been taken from the mine, the 
product generates heat of its own 
and spontaneous combustion re- 
sults. This is one of the myste- 
rious forces of nature which has 
baffled many scientists and engi- 
neers. Without the application of 
any external heat or inflammatory 


matter, a pile of coal sometimes | 


will ignite itself and burn with 
dangerous intensity. 

The phenomenon is encountered 
most frequently at sea. Steamers 
must sfore large supplies of coa! in 
their DBunkers. The frequent result 
is bunker fire, caused almost always 
by spontaneous combustion. 


NEEDS QUICK MARKET 

Every American who reads news- 
papers and learns of coal strikes 
and shortages of coal due to car 
corgestion or inadequate transpor- 
tation facilities has asked the ques- 
tion: Why not keep the mines 
running and store the coal in piles? 


The foregoing are the good and 
sufficient reasons. 

These obstacles to coal stora 
mean that coal cannot be min 
until there is a quick market for it.

Warner's Hot Springs, sixteen 
miles north of Santa Ysabel on the 
great Warner's ranch of 43,000 
acres, with ite health-giving 
springs, ite beautiful landscapes 
and its romantic history. This was 
the original home of the Indians 
now at Pala, the ruins of some of 
whose adobe houses still remain, 
as do also those of the old station of 
the Butterfield stage line, the long- 
est in the world, in use before the 
Civil War and extending from &t. 
Louis to San Francisco. 

A mile or two from Santa 
Yeabel on the road to Warner's 
pare the ruins of the old “asistencia,” 
a minor mission subordinate to 
the mission at San Diego, estab- 
lished in 1816. Near it on a pole 
across the tops of two posts, in the 
open field, hang two belis, the 
oldest and in many ways the most 
interesting in California. One 
bears the date 1728 and the other 
1767. Mrs. Alice Harriman, who 
has made an intensive study of the 
bell on this Coast and it writing « 
book about them, says that the 
older one was cast at the royal 
foundry in Barcelona, as evidenced 
by the crown at its top. The other 
she thinks was cast in the city of 
Mexico. Both, she believes, were 
among seven requisitioned and 
brought to California from Lower 
California by Father Serra. 

The next leg of the itinerary was 
over the new concrete highway to 
Ramona, where refreshments were 
served at Kenilworth Inn, By Mrs. 
Kearney, its proprietor. Then the 
party went to Powam Lodge at 
Mesa Grande, and enjoyed for only 
too brief a time the hospitality of 
the owner, E. H. Davis, probably 
the best living authority on the 
Indians of Southern California, the 
language of some of whom he 
speaks and who esteem him so 
highly that he was made an honon- 
ary chief some years ago, a dis- 
tinction bestowed upon but one 
other white man.

ON PALOMAR MOUNTAINS 


Just beyond Mesa Grande are the 
Indian reservation, where prepara- 
tions were under way for the an- 
nual fiesta, and the tourmaline 
mine, formerly the most productive 
of its kind in this country if not 
in the world. Luncheon was served 
for the rty at the camp tables 
where the great Henshaw dam, 
described at length in The Times 
of July 16, is under construction.

ley; none of my people have ever 
lived there; I have never had a 


dollar invested in the Imperial 
Valley and 1 have never made a 
dollar out of it and I do not ex- 
pect to. But for the last eight 
years I have held a brief for 7) 
Imperial Valley. 

It may have been finally use 
of my first introduction into the 
Imperial Valley. I recall that al- 
most eight years ago to a day I 
was going by automobile from San 
Bernardino down into the Imperial 
Valley. As a member of the State 
Highway Commission at that time 
I wanted to see what the road con- 
ditions were in that country dur- 
ing the heat of summer, and I re- 
call that we pulled out of Thermal! 
in the irrigated district in River- 
side county about 4 o'clock one 
morning and about 10 o'clock that 
morning we were going across the 
desert between Riverside and 
Brawley plowing along through the 
red-hot sand. There was a Ford 
stuck In the sand—the road was 
just two ruts across the desert— 
and there was a man lying across 
the rear seat apparently asleep. 

I spoke to him and he made no 
‘reply. I took him by the arm 
and his arm was as rigid as the 
back of that_chair—the man was 
dead. His © was the face of 
an Egyptian mummy, and he was 
dead because the road conditions 
were so unspeakable on that road, 
the main highway to the north, 
the only connection towards the 
north from a community of 46,000 
people—the road conditions were 
so impassable that a man had died 
because nobody had passed over 
that road for three days. 

I began to get a glimpse of what 
those men had to contend with 
who made the Imperial Valley 
what it is There weren't any 
roads. There they were under.’ 
taking to do what on paper looked 
like an impossibility under the 
most disadvantageous conditions. 
The wonder to me is that Imperial! 
Valley had had the prosperity it 
has and not that there is 
not so much yet to be done, but 
that so much has been done under 
such adverse conditiong\in such a

short time. 
MIRACLE OF WATER 
Tet us imagine the Colorado 


desert as it was in 1900—an arid 
tract, trackless waste of sand, with- 


out even vegetation or water 
enough to support the bird life, 
without population, without pro- 
ductivity and with absolutely no 
value. That basin was approxi- 
mately 150 miles across. 
ing it as plate, ite rim was at 200 
feet above sea level and its low- 
est point at 300 feet below é6ea 
level, and the inner ring section 
of this plate about fifty-six miles 
across, and sufficiently low to be 
irrigated by gravity from the wa- 
ters of the Colorado River. 

That fifty miles is today the ir- 
rigated section of the Imperia) 
Valley. It comprises about 600,000 
acres. It is the territory that we 
are talking about when we speak 
of the Imperial Irrigation Dis- 
trict; and it has been 
since 1900. In other 
of the desert sands and water in 
twenty-two years they have made 
a community of 50,000 people with 
an assessed valuation of $50,000.- 
000 and an annual agricultural out- 
put of $60,000,000. “I submit on 
the facts that there isn't anything 
comparable to that history of de- 
velopment anywhere on the Amer- 
ican continent today. 


OAPTITAIAZING TROUBLES 

The Imperial Valley has had ite 
troubles. Some of them were very 
real; some of them have 
and some are passing; some of 
them are more or leas chimerical. 
I am going to enumerate them to 
you perhaps in inverse order in 
order to get at the particular thing 
we are talking about, because un- 
der this discuaesion is this fact: 
that the Imperial Irrigation Dis- 
trict today owes $8,600,000 in 
bonded indebtedness, and its peo- 
ple have recently voted an addi-

tional bonded indebtedness of $7,- 
600,000. The $7,500,000 was for 
two specific purposes. Two and 
a half million dollars ts to build 
and develop an adequate drainage 
system for the valley, and the other 
$5,000,000 is to enable the dis- 
trict to buy out the mutual wa- 
ter companies that control the dis- 
tribution of the water in order 
to give us a single ceAtralized con- 
trol of the water in the Imperial 
Irrigation District. 


INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS 
In the first place, there is the 
international problem. The dis- 
trict lies against the Mexican 
boundary line. As a matter of 
fact, Imperial] Valley is bisected 
by the International line and there 
is a large acreage below the line 
as well as to the north. The in- 
ternational problem is seilways a 
problem wherever we find an in- 
ternational boundary. in times 
past it has been a reasonably seri- 
ous problem in the Imperial Vali- 
ley. It is not such today. There 
are several In the first 
place, the people who are operat- 
ing in the Imperial Valley north o1 
the line and south of the line are 
approximately the same people. In 
the second place, the irrigated 
lands north and south of the line 
are fed through the same irrigation 
system and controlled by the same 
administration; whatever happens 
to the water north of the line 
happens to the water sopth of the 
line; and whatever disadvantage 
there may develop in the irriga- 
tion acreage north of the line, that 
same disadvantage is inherent in 
the situation of the acreage south 
of the line. In other words, the 
protection of the 600,000 acres of 
irrigated land in the Imperial Val- 


reasons. 


ley north of the line is the faci 
that Mexico has given a hostage, 
because Mexican lands, to the ex- 
tent of 220,000 acres of land, age 
irrigated to the same system and 
ride to the same fate as the Amer- 
lean lands. + 

This year a new situation has de- 
veloped. For the first time in the 
history of the valley we have 
reached a point of co-operation 
between the Mexican interests and 
the American interests, and this 
year for the frst time the Mexi-| 
can lands are contributing to the! 
construction of levees for river 
control, and helped both in the 
construction and maintenance. I 
can see, I think, the utmost har- 
mony in the years to come because 
of a community of interests, which 
after all is bigger than any inter- 
national situation. 


DRAINAGE QUESTION 

The next big problem that has 
developed in the Imperial Valley 
ie the drainage question. Under- 
lying everything else, that has 
been one of the principal reasons 
why them utural water companies 
have had to retire from the Im- 
perial Valley. 

The dainage problem its this: It 
has only been within recent years 
that engineers have recognised 
‘that the taking of. water off of 
the land is quite as essential as 
putting it on the land. The more 
recently organized districts of Cali- 
fornia have provided drainage sys- 
tems when the irrigation systems 
were constructed. The older dis- 
tricts did not. The Imperial Val- 
ley did not. Therefore we have at 
this time a Wery large acreage 
in Imperial Valley that is more 
or less invaded by alkali, due to 
improper drainage conditions. We 
have, on the other hand, per- 
ect machinery for the 
of that territory. 

At the very lowest point of Im- 
perial basin, to which point every 
acre of land in the Imperial Val- 
ley drains, lies the Salton Sea. We 
have an evaporation in the Salton 
Sea that is much more than suf- 
ficient to care for all of the sur- 
face and drainage water that can 
reach it. We have bisecting the 
valley on the north and south the 
channels that were cut by the 
Colorado River, the New and 
Alamo Rivers, making perfect 
drainage canala. We need only to 
construct and keep in place prop- 
erly constructed  iateral 
and the job is done. It ig a % 
mendously large one, because there 
are 600,000 acres of land involved, 
but from an engineering stand, 
point it is an extremely simple 
proposition.

General Motors headquarters in 
Detroit, in ansWer to queries con- 
cerning the “antiknock’ com- 


pound developed by the General 
Motors research corporation, states 
that certain problems incidental! to 
the manufacture of the antiknock 
substance in commercial quantities 
are still to be solved before it can 
be mode available tq. the public. 
The compound, it Ile 4, will elim- 
inate the knock or detonation fa- 
miliar to all drivers when cars 
climb hits on high. On high- 
compression engines, using com- 
mercial gasoline of present-day 
standards, this detonation becomes 
constant, and sometimes viclent. 
The new compound is intended to 
permit the use of commercial gas 
in high-compression engines. This 
will mean that email high-com- 
pression nes can be built, 
which will develop power equal to 
the large, heavy inefficient en- 
ginesa now in use. 

Durant Corporation engineers 
are making preliminary surveys 
for the first unite of the Flint 
Motor Company plant, which wil! 
be erected on a site of 100 acres. 
The first unit will be 800 feet long, 
with five L-shaped wings, which 
will extend west 800 feet, giving a 
total floor space of 606,000 feet. Ini- 
tial autput on completion of the 
plant is planned at 276 cars a day. 
Flint civic officials are preparing 
to submit a bond issue at a specia! 
election to provide for the sewer 
and water connections which the 
new plant will require.

AVOCADO TOPWORKING METHODS 
DEMONSTRATED BEFORE GROWERS 


By K. A. RYERSON, Agricultural Extension Service.

This. prac- 
tice has been very successfully applied to 
avocado trees. Because of the widespread 
interest in this subject, two field meetings 
were recently held by the agricultural ex- 
tension service, one at Altadena and one 
at North Whittier Heights, at which vari- 
ous methods of topworking were demon- 
strated. The increased application and 
use of topworking in the avocado industry 
has been brought about by several factors, 
the most important of which are: 

(1) The introduction of new varieties 
from foreign countries; (2) the originat- 
ing of new varieties locally; (3) the pro- 
duction of inferior fruit or of no fruit by 
thousands of seedlings; (4) the failure of 
some commercial varieties to make satie- 
(5) the failure of 
certain varieties to bear consistently; (6) 
evidence indicated by the January

There are several methods of topwork- 
ing that may be used. These various 
methods were shown at the recent meet- 
ings the co-operation of Carter 
Barrett of North Whittier Heights, and 
Ss.

demonstrated methods of budding and 
cleft grafting and Mr. Funk demonstrated 
side grafting and bark grafting, as well as 
a seldom-used splice graft for small 
branches and nursery stock. These meth- 
odg are outlined herewith: 

BUDDING METHODS 

In budding over large trees, it ig desir- 
able to insert the buds directly into the 
old bark on the trunk or main limbs where 
ever possible to save time and to make the 
new top the least possible distance re 
moved from the trunk. The top of a tree 
to be reworked is cut back from one-third 
to one-half, leaving several large limbs and 
foliage to take care of the sap flow during 
the time the new top ig in process of for- 
mation. Two or three buds are inserted 
around the trunk or branch im such a 
manner that one binding-twine wrapping 
holds them all in. Only the best bud is 
ore a to grow after they become estab- 
lished. 

Buds are taken from mature budwood 
larger than for nursery use and from one- 
half inch to one inch in diameter. They 
are cut with a length of about two inches, 
the top being cut off square to facilitate 
forcing the bud down into the incision. 
The ordinary “T” incision common to all 
budding is used. In some varieties the bark 
becomes thick in older trees and this may 
make necessary the scraping of the bark

MAKE THE FARMERS PROSPEROUS 
AND EVERYONE WILL PROSPER

ISTANT fields are always greener, and 
the best hunting lies over the hill. 
Foreign trade ig offered as a national 

panacea, when 35,000,000 farming people 
need things at home. There is not a farm 
or ranch in this United States of America 
that doesn't need repairs, machinery, paint 
or some city-made commodity. There is 
not a human among the 12,000,000 adults 
and Aheir 23,000,000 of dependents engaged 
in dgricultural pursuits, who does not need 
clothing, househo or some city- 
made article. The best market for United 
States goods is the home market, which 
will arrive after farm production has had a 
few profitable crops. The best thing tw 
hasten good times would be a curtailment 
ef the middle market profits in favor of 
the producer on the soil. 

The country folks have been saving, us- 
ing their old cars, wearing out their ould 
clothes, deferring improvements, and re 
pairing wornout implements. They are 
exactly in the position of the retail mer- 
chant who does net stock up, but buys from 
week to week what he must have to do 
any business. The farmer ditches his irrt 
gation water, instead of piping it, though 
he would save enough in a few years to 
pay for the pipe. He uses the old mule 
team, when he is confident he could culti- 
vate more cheaply and to better advantaze 
with a tractor. He economizes on fertil- 
iser, though he knows it would pay to use 
it. He puts off until next year getting the 
he should have for _ 
gets that cash must economize, even 
though the process is in the long run’ more 


costly,. The. consequence is that.a third of 


the national goods markets are dead. 
Everything the farmer has is showing 
wear. Give him a living profit from a few 
crops, and he would draw on the future to 
buy what he needs. Then those markets 
would revive. 

The bulk ‘of the present loss in agricul- 
ture comes essentially from the low prices 
allowed producers by the middie market- 
ers, though consumers pay enough to make 
all agrarian industry profitable, if the 
éventual returns were justly distributed. 
The country seems afflicted with the retail 
mania, and the result is a number of food 
stores and a lack of volume that means @ 
great waste and a high cost. Every sec 
ond new building is another store, gas sta- 
tion or branch bank. 

That the national prosperity of any 
country is dependent upon its agricultural 
prosperity is so well known as a basis of 
economics it seems foolish to repeat it, 
yet it would probably be news to about 
four-fifths of the people. The strenuous 
effort made by the vast majority to escape 
the slightest exercise of the human brain 
is responsible for many conditions that 
exist today. 

The plain facts of our economic turmoil 
are that middle markets have developed 
efficiency and have progressed in methods, 
whereas producers have been in the derk 
ages and backward, with production being 
milked for the middle markets; and novi 
being allowed a living profit. About every- 
thing, in fact, has organized but the farm- 
ing business, and all the organized busi- 


-nesses, from- finance to vegetables, have 


absorbed the profit margins from the unor 


enough so that the byd 
inserted readily. The bad is 
pushed down until its top is flush with the 
cross incision of the “T.”. The wrapping 
used is No. 16 white cotton string, pulled 
tight and wrapped so as to completely 
cover the incision, not, however, covering 
up the eye of the bud itself. This wrap 
ping is left in for at least two months be 
cause, if cut earlier, the bark which it holds 
has a tendency on large trees‘to spring 
away from the bud, even when a uhion has 
taken place. Considerable loss from this 
cause hag resulted in the past. The suck- 
er growth is removed after the buds be 
come established in order to force. them 
out. They are tied up carefully as they de- 
velop, and the limb not cut back until the 
bud selected to remain is well able to care 
for the sap flow and has become partially 
hardened, which is usually a year later. 
As the bud begins rapid growth, it is givds 
a slight pruning to shape it up and render 
it stocky. 

When the tree has been cut back for top- 
working the exposed trunk and limbs 
should be whitewashed or wrapped loosely 
with burlap as a protection from sunburn. 
The avocado is very susceptible to sunburn 
injury, and heart rot follows. A satisfac- 
tory whitewash for tree use is made up as 
follows: Quicklime, five pounds: salt, 
one-half pound; sulphur, one-fourth pound. 
The lime ig slacked slowly and the salt 
and sulphur added while the mixture is 
beiling. Reduce with water to the proper 
consistency and then strain. It can be ap- 
plied with a brush or a spray pump. 


CLEFT GRAFTING 


"Ta handling large trees it has been found 
that much time can be saved by grafting 
into the larger limbs or trunk direct. The 
drawback in this method is the increased 
cost of the scions occasioned by the less 
number that may be cut from a tree and 
at the same time the greater cutting back 
mecessary to secure these scions from the 
parent tree. The following equipment is 
needed for effective work: Hardwood mal- 
let, butcher’s cleaver, smal] hammer, hard- 
wood wedge six inches long, grafting wax 
with means for heating, paint brush, roll 
of budding cloth. 

Where the tree has a well-formed crown. 
with two or three well-cpaced limbs, a new 
head can be built by imserting two scions 
in each limb, eventually removing 
leaving the most thrifty and bal 
to form the new limb. Other limbs not 
used for grafting are gradually removed 
as the new top develops and is able to 
take care of the sap flow. Very large trees 
with no low branches can be successfully 
reworked by cutting off the trunk about 
four feet from the ground and inserting st 
least four scions around the trunk. In this 
case special care must be taken to keep 
the wound covered with a waterproof coat- 
ing after disinfection until the scions have 
had a chance to grow and cover it; other- 
wise, heart rot will gain entrance. Care 
should be taken to saw off the limbs at a 
distance of a foot above the place where 
the grafts will be inserted so as to avoid 
splitting, and to allow the second cut to be 
straight and smooth. The surface of the 
final cut is smoothed with a knife. 

The scions should be of second growth 
wood, well matured and hard, and should 
have two or three buds well placed, pl 
and well formed, but not too far advan 
The practice is often used of taking the 
scion from the node between two growths 
so that advantage ig taken of the many ad 
ventitious buds arising at that point, thus 
insuring a certainty of growth being made 
once a union is effected. The scilons are 
cut wedge-shaped, tapering for a distance 
of one and one-half to two inches, dépend 
ing somewhat on the size of the wood’ used 
and the limbs to be grafted. The cuts are 
also tapered slightly from front to ack, 
giving a very slight wedge shape in this 
direction im order to more nearly fit inte 
the stock. The is cut of square and

length and on both sides of the cut. The 
wedge is then removed and budding cloth 
strips one-half inch wide bound around 
the scions. 


Grafting wax is painted over the outside 
cracks to prevent the running out of the 
wax, which is next poured down into the 
cleft, fillng it up completely. The tops of 
the scions and the top of the stub are 
carefully painted over. Where the bark is 
mecessary to set the scions in slightly, in 
order to make the cambium layers meet, 
the space between the scions and the edge 
of the bark should be filled in with soft 
wax before wrapping with budding tape, 
and the whole then waxed over thoroughly. 
The composition used successfully by Mr. 
Barrett is one part beeswax, one part paraf- 
fine, two parts rosin; but this wax should 
not be used in summer, as hot weather 
melts out the paraffine with disastrous re 
sults to scions. A good safe wax can be 
made by using three parts of rosin and 
one part of beeswax melted together.

the scions have made a good start. The 
trunks and branches should be protected 
by whitewash or burlap as indicated for 
trees worked over by budding. 


The follow-up work is of special (mpor- 
tance in all budding and grafting. As the 
sciong start out, care must be taken that 
the waxed coating around the scions and 
over the stub is maintained to prevent any 
chance of drying out. Stakes must be pro- 
vided early to hold up the rapidly growing 
shoots. These are best arranged by Tash- 
ing two-inch by two-inch material on the 
limbs on which the grafts are located. 
This allows flexibility and at the same 
time sufficient rigidity to insure adequate 
support for the rapidly growing shoots. 
These supports will need to be lengthened 
from time to time, even after the growth 
is six to eight feet high, until it has be 
come hardened and well established, since 
the danger of pulling out and breaking off 
is serious with slight stress on the limb. 
Poles resting on the ground are sometimes 
used for supporting grafts, but have the 
disadvantage of being easily hit by culti- 
vating tools or by one working around the 
tree, with resultant breakage. 


This method of grafting may be used 
from February to June, dependent some 
what upon the season and the ability to 
get suitable scion material. 


BARK GRAFTING 


The method of bark grafting, sometimes 
known as scion budding, demonstrated by 
Mr. Funk, has been very successfully 
The trees to be reworked are cut back one 
half to one-third. A one-foot to one and 
one-half-foot stub is left above the point 
where the scion is to be inserted. Some 
foliage to insure passage of sap is desir- 
able where possible on this stub. Good 
mature hardened wood is used for scions 
with well-developed, plump buds, two 
usually being deemed necesary on each. 
A long sloping cut, two inches to two and 
one-half inches long, is cut toward the base 
of the scion, from one side to the other, 
care being taken to have this cut smooth 
and clean. An ordinary “T” incision, pref- 
erably on the north side, is made in the 
bark, similar to the incision used in shield 
budding. In addition a small semicircular 
notch of bark is taken out above the cross 
incision, allowing a closer fit to the scion 
and giving a slightly increased cambium 
area to facilitate making a union. The 
scion is pushed down into the incision, and 
wrapped with ordinary muslin one-half 
inch to three-fourths of an inch wide. The 
whole is then waxed over and the tip cov- 
ered with a dab of the material ag well. 


The wax used by Mr. Funk is prepared 
by heating together one gallon of broken 
asphaltum and one pint of heavy crude oil, 
boiled together for half an hour until all 
bubbling and frothing ceases, indicating 
that all volatile elements have been driven 
of. This wax should be applied hot. It 
has the disadvantage of being biack in 
color and draws the sun's heat unless well 
covered with newspaper wrapping or white 
washing. Ordinary grafting wax is just as 
effective and ig safer to use on account of 
its color. Newspaper wraps to protect the 
work and staking apply to the care of the 
growing scions in this method of topwork- 
ing as applied in the others already men- 
tioned. The other limbs of the tree are 
gradually removed as the scions become 
able to handle the food supply from the 
root system. 

OTHER METHODS 


Another method was demonstrated by 
Mr. Funk, but this is of much less com- 
mercial importance because of the greater 
length of time and care needed to insure 
success. In this method the limb is cut 
off squarely and a wedge-shaped section is 
cut through the bark and into the wood for 
one-fourth of an inch. At the top, the 
width of the section is slightly less than 
the diameter of the scion and tapers down 
to a point two and one-half inches below 
the top. The cut also tapers into the wood 
in a wedgeshaped manner, forming a 
weige-shaped incision one-quarter of an 
inch deep. The scion, cut tapering down- 
ward and backward to fit into this groove, 
uniting the edges of the cambium, is 
bound in and waxed in the same manner as 
with other grafting and the same care is 
given the growing scion.

The proper arrangement can be 
written on a piece of paper, which 
the performer carries for refer- 
ence. It does not matter if the 
spectators see him arranging the 
cards, as long as they do not see 
the cards after they have been 
fixed for the trick.

By the free use 
of meats, the colon becomes the seat of an 
active putrefactive process, exactly like 
that which occurs in the bodies of dead and 
decomposing animals. The poisons pro 
éuced are absorbed and circulated in the 
blood. The result is autointoxication with 
all its evil consequences—‘biliousness,’ sick 
headache, appendicities, colitis, arterioscler- 
osis and many other grave disorders. 

“The human system is not adapted to 
such a poison-breeding diet, but rather to 
fruits, grains and vegetables. A safe diet 
is one which will not putrefy, either inside 


or outside the body.”

Ice Cream 


CE CREAM, so largely used in this coun- 
try, is, from a health viewpoint, objec- 
tionable as a food, for several reasons: 

1. Cream separated from the milk is a 
one-sided food, being almost pure fat. It 
overburdens the liver, unless taken in great 
moderation, 

2. Cane sugar is an extracted starvation 


food, deprived of all its mineral elements, 
and irritating to the lining of the stomach. 
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3. A mixture of sugar and cream read- 
ily ferments, unless at once digested, thus 
causing gastric disturbances. 

4. The cold temperature of the food chills 
the stomach, and retards digestion. 

This applies to ice cream made only with 
pure cream and sugar. How much of the 
stuff consumed by the public—especially the 
“fee cream cones,” so freely eaten by chil- 
dren—comes under this category? 

Following is from an article by Alfred 
McCann, in Physical Culture: 

“Recently the writer investiga the 
finest ice cream plant in the State of New 
Jersey. The ice cream was properly pas- 
teurized and actually contained a minimum 
of 12 per cent butterfat instead of the $ 
per cent required by law. 

“The chocolate flavor was made up of 
ocoa powder, the fats of which had been 
saponified or reduced to a soluble soap by 
the chemical action of ammonium hydrox- 
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The greatest advance in the treatment of 
Rupture, since the first truss was wae is 
the application of RADIUM. 
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ide. This chemically treated flavor mas- 
querading as chocolate does not annoy the 
law, and as the people know nothing about 
it, the ice cream was ‘pure.’ 

“Among the fruit flavors were combina- 
tions of oenathic ether, nitrous ether, acetic 
ether, acetic aldehyde, amyl valerianate, 
amy! acetate, amy! butyrate, valerianic ether, 
linalyl formate and other synthetic ‘fruit es- 
sences.” No, they are never advertised!

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COLD SPRING TRAIL 

BOUT 5 o’clock one morning early in 
August, 1914, three of us were amb- 
ling down Laguna street in Santa 
Barbara, when we met a newsboys 
Morning Press. One of us 
bought a copy, and there across the first 
page in big black headlines appeared: 


“WAR ON LAND, AT SEA, IN AIR!” 


and we knew that the expected break in 
Europe had come. But we heard no more 
about the strife, until, nearly two weeks 
later, on the trafl back in the San Rafael 
Mountains, we met a pariy of Barbarinos 
On their way over to the Sisquoc on a fish- 
ing trip. They were only three days away 
from the city, and had with them e news- 
paper of ten days’ later date than our last 
information, which they gave to us. From 
it we learned that war—deadly, ruthless, 
titanic—was on in the Old World. We had 
thought very little about what might be 
taking place in Hurope—it was so far away, 
and the lure of the trail was so strong upon 
us. I presume there were days together 
that no thought of it entered our minds at 
all. But after we returned, how different! 
There was no day, and scarcely any hour, 
that it was not the uppermost subject of 
thought. I remember the same thing hap- 
pened again the next year, on the occasion 
of another long trip in the mountains. So 
much for the lure of the trail as a lethal 
draft for the engrossing cares of life—to 
say nothing of its being an antidote for 
dull care! 


But [I haven't yet got you out onto the 
Cold Spring Trail. Be patient; we shall 
arrive there presently. 

The reason we were ambling, and not 
“striding along with a bold, free tread,” 
was because we were accommodating our 
rate of progress to the speed of our “pack 
train,” which consisted of & gray mare and 
a mouse-colored burro, both hired for the 
occasion.

It was the beginning of the trail which 
Stewart Edward White so entertainingly 
describes in the first chapter of “The Moun- 
tains’—the longest trail in the Coast 
ranges. In its entirety it is known as the 
Santa Barbara-Bakersfield Trail, but differ- 
ent parts of it are known by names taken 
from those of the various sections it trav- 
erses. As far as the Santa Ynez River it is 
always called the Cold Spring Trail, from 
the canyon of that name. Beyond the San- 
ta Ynez River for about a day's journey it 
is the Mono Trail, from the creek it fol- 
lows; and so on. 


Had it been the previous year, we would 
have plunged into the narrow slit in the 
abrupt face of the mountain for a couple of 
miles, crossing and recrossing the little 
creek a dozen times or so, and then labor- 
iously zigzagged up the east wall to a ridge 
which leads to the top. But the big storm 
of the previous winter had changed all that 
by taking away half of the canyon trail. 
So we filled our canteens from the stream 
~—for this was “last water’’—crossed over, 
and took the new ‘fall up the chaparral- 
covered slope, which had just been built to 
connect with the Bradbury Trail—which 
joins the old Cold Spring Trail two or three 
miles farther along. This is the route now 
used, the canyon section having never been 
rebuilt. 


A Wild and Rugged Country 
That Seems to Repel Improvement 


E LAMENTED, of course, the change 
from the old canyon route, for the 
beauty and charm of Cold Spring Canyon 
was—or rather, had been--of a superlative

had seen the wreck it had left. The stream 
was no longer the beautiful thing of the 
year before—moulded and softened by the 
gradual wear and changes of untold years! 
it was a waste of rocks, mingled with the 
wreckage of trees and shrubs torn from 
their anchorage on the canyon sides! The 
old falls were gone, the old pools had dis- 
appeared! Others were forming, but for 
the most part the water was finding an un- 
certain course among and beneath the jum- 
ble of rocks where it had to flow! The 
ferns and overhanging bushes had been 
swept away! And there seemed no longer 
any soil whereon a new growth might 
start! 

It was from far up this canyon that the 
city of Santa Barbara drove its first water- 
tunnel into the mountain—which remains 
today a part of the city’s water system— 
and those citizens are fortunate, indeed, 
who get their water from this source. 


Up the Canyon on Cold Spring 
Trail We Toiled 


ND one of the early trans-mountain 
trails of the region went up this can- 
yon, of which the present Cold Spring Trail 
is the successor—hence the name—although 
no appreciable part of it is any longer 
withia the canyon. The change from the 
old rou:e to the present one was gradual— 
piece by piece, as it were, The upper part 
was first abandoned; then a stretth farther 
down, leaving still for some time about two 
miles of trail within the canyon.

“In feeding small children one must be 
extremely careful that fresh fruite and 
vegetables are ripe an@ dried fruits aso 
lutely pure. Sour oranges may cause stom- 
ach ache in a small baby. as do apples or 
o her fruit picked too green and allowed to 
ripen if warehouses. Unfortunately, we 
who live in cities must depend largely on 
fruit picked before it is ripe and shipped 
@ long distance. One cannot be too careful 
in selecting it for the young child, but when 
carefully chosen, only a small amount is 
necessary for proper nourishment. 

“My babys breakfast of eight ounces of 
milk, one dried prune and one dried fig, will 
geem skimpy to some mothers, yet whe 
measured thirty-three inches tall at 2 years 
end weighed thirty-one pounds—the height 
is normal but the weight a little above nor-

Meddling With Mothers 


MONG the medical bills before Con- 

gress is the Sheppard-Towner bill, 
largely sponsored by women’s clubs, under 
the misapprehension tha: it is a measure 
to help mothers and babies, whereas it is 
another step to fasten the shackles of allo 
pathic medicine on the people. 

Under this law a large number of women 
seuths or nurses would be engaged—at the 
expense of the people—-to seek out all preg- 
pancy cases, and induce the women to take 
the misleading Wassermann test for syphi- 
lis, to be followed, when considered neces- 
sary. by an “intensive” treatment with mer- 
cury and arsenic.

Pestering 
the new unhappy prospective mother until 
she reports for her ‘routine Wassermann” 
«And when that ‘test’ (which reliable medi- 
cal testimony admits is right about half 
the time) shows ‘positive,” beginning the 
‘intensive’ and wholly barbarous 606 and 
mercury treatment! 


“What are you thinking of, women of 
America? Say not tat no one dare thus 
deal with you, or with your daughters! Al- 
low this thing to become a Federal law, and 
you are up against the most terrible thing 
yet proposed by State medicine. Take no 
chances. See that this bill is killed. And 
now that women vote, “ is going to take 
women to kill it.”

AT bables are not necessarily healthy 
babies.

-—“plenty of good nourishing food” ts pre- 
scribed, including, probably, pasteurized 


A great majority of infants are cursed 
before birth with abnormal appetites. This 
is because, of the superstition—-abetted by 
medical hat the mother must “eat for 
two,” ignoring the fact that the weight of the 
foetus and the after-birth, distributed over 
nine months, does not average more than 
half an ounce per day. This is why 
mothers have painful, and sometimes fatal, 
fcliveries. This is why infants are some 
times still born. 

Then, the infant is invariably fed too 
rouch and tio often. When it cries, because 
i.s stomach is irritated by undigested curds, 
er it is thirsty, it is clasped to the breast 
er bottle, and fed more, instead of being 
given pure soft waiter wih a little fresh 
fruit juice. 

That is why 300,000 children, under ana 
year of age, die every year in the United 


States, and over 400,000 die ‘under 10 years

Mercury 


LARMED at the increase in deaths from 

bichloride of mercury in New York, in- 
spectors of the t of Health are 
making a sweeping investigation of the rf 
port that many drug stores are violating 
the city code in selling the poison without 
prescriptions from physicians. 

The number of suicides from mercurial 
poisoning so far thie year has already 
reached the total for the entire twelve 
months of 1921. 

Mercury, introduced first by a quack, and 
then taken up by the medical profession, is 
one of the most damnable afflictions that 
has ever cursed the human race. Its ef- 
fects are ten times worse than any disease 
which it is supposed to cure, but never has 
cured, or will cure. 


Teeth and Diet 


ETH decay, either because they are 
starved for lack of mineral elements in 
food, or eaten into by acid gasses, arising 
from decomposition of fermenting food. 
At the meeting of the Natoinal Dental As- 
sociation at Milwaukee, Wis., in August, 
1921, Dr. Percy R. Howe of Forsyth Insti- 
tute, Boston, read a paper entitled, “Further 
Studies upon the Effect of Diet upon the 
Teeth and Jaws.” Dr. Howe has demon- 
strated that decay of the teeth is due to 
lack of vitamins and iron, particularily of 
vitamins, and of food lime. Deficiency of 
any of the vitamins may lead to decay of 
the teeth, but the most pronounced effects 
were seen as the result of inefficiency of the 
antiscorbutic vitamin. In concluding his 
address, Dr. Howe said: 


“When we attempt to stamp out dental 
caries by the toothbrush, we can readily see 
that this at best is but a makeshift pro- 
cedure. Immediately after a tooth is 
cleaned it is again covered with micro-or- 
ganisms. From the sixth hour after birth 
throughout life, the mouth teems with micro- 
organisms. 

“The dog licks his wounds, and no nicer 
evidence of healing fs to be found.’ Under 
normal conditions, wounds in the mouth 
heal with great rapidity. As far as tooth- 
brush treatment goes, it is only those races 
that have never used a toothbrush who are 
free from caries; while among those that 
are constantly using them, caries is almost 
universal. I am not attempting to decry 
oral hygiene; on the contrary I am a hearty 
exponent of any movement for bodily hy 
giene. I am, however, pointing out that in 
view of the experiments present here and in 
previous communications, I feel that this 
does not reach the actual cause of caries. 
“When we still further consider the diet- 
aries of races that are free from caries and 
of these communities where it is very prev- 
alent, we need to consider more than the 
fermentative or carbohydrate element of 
the foods. The races free from caries live 
on natural foods, unrefined and not too 
much cooked. These foods contain the 
vitamins and also a great amount of cal- 
cium, both needed for sound teeth, the cal- 
cium for the building of the teeth, the vita- 
mins to induce proper fixation of the cal- 
clum. When people emigrate from regions 
where they have Mved on natural foods to 
cities, then their teeth decay, coincident 
with the dietary change. We need, then, 
milk, eggs, whole grain flour, and in addi- 
tion to our regular foods, more green leafy 
foods, both raw and cooked, and a variety 
of foods; also soups in*which the water of 
c oked vegetables is utilized. 

“It is mot to be expected that persons 
wit completely change their diets, but when 
they begin to understand that, in addition 
to caries, a large sequence of ailments occur 
as a lack of certain food elements, it would 
certainly seem that out of regard for their 
own persons they would go to some pains 
to supply the deficiency.” 

At a recent meeting of the National Den- 
tal Association in Los Angeles, the presi- 
dent, Dr. Thomas J. Hartzell, said; 

“The reason which is attributed to the 
great increase in the decay of teeth in this 
country lies in the fact that the food habits 
of the people have so changed in the last 
forty years that as a class they are not 
getting the kind of foods that go to balid 
up bodies that are equipped to resist dis- 
ease. Also, the foods that we now have at 
our table are not being utilized as they 
bes Ten years can be added te the}:

tions, with all the space it wants; the in- 
ternal fat which, perhaps, has been for years 
collecting about your heart and other vis- 
cera, melting away and leaving you clear 
and alert. If your flesh were transparent 
like glass, you would really see something 
of that kind. 


“That is health, and that is your goal. If 
your muscles become firmer end more ent- 
during as you proceed, so much the better; 
but don't bother about “that, and above all 
be careful not to develop your muscles un- 
duly. You would then be in a worse plight 
than if you hadn't exercised at all. And the 
reason is this: 


“Your muscles are like children In a large 
family, depending upon you, their parent, 
for support and nourishment. If they grow 
big, they will literally eat you out of house 
and home, and then you will all starve to 
gether. .Muscles are, of course, nourished 
by the blood, and one of the main differ- 
ences between the young man and the old 
one is, that the former have more blood in 
them than the latter. There is no harm in 
that—you can get along with but .a mod- 
erate supply of blood, if you will moderate 
your consumption of it in proportion. 


“To M!lustrate: There is a class of pro 
fessional strong men, making a business of 
giving instruction in bodily development, 
and very good and useful men they are, 
too. But if you examine them, or their 
photographs, you will notice that their 
muscles, all over their bodies, are enor- 
mous, amounting sometimes to actual de- 
formity. Nobody, in the usual course even 
ef an active and strenuous life, requires 
anywhere near s6 much muscle. It makes 
excessive drains upon the vitality to sup- 
port it; the heart is overworked, and the 
blood that goes to the muscles is taken 


away from the internal organs Which sooner | 


or later languish and lose tone in conse- 
quence. Finally, these overgrown muscles, 
in spite of their size, begin to lose power 
and endurance; they degenerate into masses 
of useless tissue, yet their owners must 
carry them about, unwieldy parasites on the 
more important parts of the body where 
life resides. The man comes to his end 
prematurely, being, as it were, suffocated 
or bled to death. 

“When a man is not more than 30, and 
has acquired such muscles, he may save 
himself by reducing them gradually, till! 
they have subsided into reasonable dimen- 
sions. He must eschew all heavyweight 
work, and take only light exercise, enough 
to keep himself fit. Fifty years ago, I! 
could push up a 200-pound dumb-bell . with 
either hand, without a jerk. But I realized 
that there might be harm. I quit heavy ex- 
that theremight be harm. I quit heavy ex- 
ercise, and for years | restricted myself to 
long-distance walking and running, and to 
light, quick - movements of the arms and 
body, without apparatus. The girth of my 
chest was forty-eight and one-half inches. 
It is now forty-four inches Inflated, and yet 
the amount of expansion is nearly the same. 
Instead of sixteen inches or over, my bi- 
ceps now measures under fourteen, but it 
is Orm and elastic; and so of the rest. In- 
stead of 200 pounds, my weight is now, at 
most, 168. I climb the mountain trails 
in Californiq where I live without getting 
out of breath, and with no discomfort of 
the heart. I eat very little meat, but much 
bread and wheat foods and milk, and vege 
tables and fruits. I am im constant good 
shape, and never a burden to myself. 


“Now to get back from this digression. 
In beginning your bodily you 


" must take note of the things 


and render it difficult. Most obvious of 
these is, of course, your own personal 
lethargy or inertia—your chronic indisposi- 
tion to make and maintain physical effort. 
That you must overcome By force of will, 
helping yourself by bearing in mind the 
great value to yourself of the course you 
are pursuing. You are taking means not 
only to prolong your life, but to make it 
worth prolonging; to become able to de- 
pend upon yourself and to be independent 
of others. And you are going to add im- 
mensely to your personal comfort by so do- 
ing. You will eat well, sleep soundly, wake 
fresh, and go through the day lightly.” 

Mr. Hawthorne would maintain himself in 
this supple condition many years longer if 
he did not consume so much bread and 
milk.

Rockefeller institute, who, several years 
ago, “discovered” the value of fasting, in 
treating diabetes. 
Pasting for the cure of disease is as old 
as history. All abimals fast when sick. 
Dr. Linda Burfield Hazzard writes to me: 


“All epileptic cases show high blood pres- 
sure, and most of them are big feeders and 
are inclined to obesity. Dr. Conklin’s state- 
ment that epilepsy is caused by the im- 
proper functioning of certain glands in the 
bowels is merely guesswork. But there is 
no doubt that it has its beginnings in wrong 
feeding that produces functional intestinal 
disturbance involving the liver. Drugging 
makes it chronic, and) finally structural or- 
ganic defect occurs. 


“The gland that ie most seriously affected 
in epilepsy is the liver. I am certain that 
in the fast lies the sole hope of recovery. 
This, coupled with its accessories and with 
careful dieting thereafter, always works fa- 
vorably. 


“There should be long and careful prep- 
aration befOre the period of abstinence from 
food is begun. I might add that In this par- 
ticular symptom of disease the enema is 
the all-important adjunct. All cases of epi- 
lepsy, when still im the functional stage of 
cause, are easily handled to successful is- 
sue, but, once organic dé@éfect appears, there 
is very smal] hope of recovery. 

“Of late years I have avoided as much as 
possible treating cases of epilepsy. They 
are not the pleasantest sort of subjects to 
handle.” 

There are simple but necessary precan- 
tions to be taken before, during and after 
a fast. Of these the ae usually |! 
know nothing. 

Civilization and Senility 
R. J. 8. FOOTE of Omaha, professor in 
Creighton University, has startled the 
scientific world by reading the story of past 
ages of man from the femur bone. Dr. Foote 
sees the white race on its death-bed with the 
yellow and black races in a contest for su- 
premacy during future ages. The scientist 
does not pretend to say how many years, 
or thousands of years, may pass before the 
white man falls to a mediocre position in 
the world, but pointing to his discovery 
that senility has overtaken a majority of 
whites, while the percentage of senility 
among both yellows and blacks is not near- 
ly so large, Dr. Foote reads a solemn warn- 
ing to the white race to prepare for its 
end. 


There is nothing surprising about this. 
considering that the Caucasian races are 
coming to live more and more on commer- 
cialized, sterilized, emasculated, starvation 
foods, and to take less physical exercise. 

In other words, to lead a less natural 
life. 


A Raw Food Baby 


N PHYSICAL CULTURE for July Mrs. R 

M. Cassiday has an article on her child, 
that Mas been reared entirely on raw food. 
Pictures show a remarkably well-developed 
youngster. In the article Mrs. Cassiday 
writes: 


=No amount of coaxing has ever induced 
him to eat any kind of breakfast cereal 
home cooked or prepared. Most of the 
books on feeding children say cereals are 
necessary. They are not. Personally I de- 
test the slushy, mushy feel and taste of 
‘rolled oats,’ steamed two hours in a double 
boiler, but I enjoy the rich, nutty flavor of 
the oatmeal as it comes out of the package. 
I frequently eat it raw, mixed with an equal 
amount of shredded cocoanut, a little sliced 
banana and chopped almond. Sometimes I 
sprinkle raw oatmeal on the baby's carrot 
salad. He always digests it thoroughly. — 

“At twenty-four months the baby went on 
the regular three meals a day schedule, 
with his nap changed to af:ernoon. Much 
greater variety was then possible, as he had 
grown to like a few cooked foods. He still 
will not touch any kind of soup, meat, 
cooked vegetable, with bread or toast, cus- 
tard, pudding, cereal or pie, with the excep- 
tion of apple. I am convinced that none of 
those things is necessary to a healthy child, 
but am quite sure that some fresh vegetable 
and fruit should be eaten each day.

RESH air, property breathed, ts the 
most important thing in getting 
well, and keeping well. 

You may live for several weeks 
without food, and several days without 
water, but you can only live a very few 
minutes without air. Ventilation is much 
more important than interior or exterior 
decoration.

On the other hand, while these fresh air 
arrangements are included in many houses, 
at the same time, many modern cottages 
and apartments are without the means of 
carrying away the fumes from gas heaters, 
now so commonly substituted for healthful 
and cheerful open fire places.

Russia proved the main. snag and mar 
plot which prevented agreement at the Ge 
noa conference on any effective plan or 
policy. ~ Her representatives assumed an 
absurdly bold and uncompromising atti- 
tude and made preposterous demands. They 
were either grossly misinformed as to the 
sentiment of the civilized world regarding 
their country, or they were bluffing to the 
limit of audacity. They spoiled the con- 
ference, but gained nothing for Russia. 
Sovetism is too utterly a fallure to com- 
mand cohcessions from the sane nations. 
It not only destroyed such fruits of capital- 
ism as were admitted by all to be vaiuable, 
but also inflicted on the Russians evils 
more harrowing than were ever experi- 
enced under Czarist rule. To recover her 
place in the family of nations, Russia must 
become regenerated and right-minded. She 
must conform to the views and practices of 
enlightened lands in respect of property, 
treaties and contracts. Her present theo- 
retical and artificial government system has 
plunged her into disaster and misery. It 
has aroused repulsion and distrust through- 
out the world. Russia cannot expect to en- 
ter Into fraternal relations with the rest of 
mankind unless she comes back to condi 
tions that are growth of natural evolution, 
She must do much in the way of improving 
herself before the other nations can aid in 
her rehabilitation. 

The soviet regime should realize that 
Russia is not solutely indispensable to 
the rest of the world. She has been vir- 
tually a cipher in the economic situation 
for several years and so far as business 
with her is concerned she has been as if 
sunk in the seas. Her chief export hos. 
been evil propaganda, and this has not 
benefited anybody, not even herself. The 
world has pulled along without her and can 
continue to do so. Unless she falls into 
line with humanity in general, even her 
rich oil fields, which capitalists of many 
nations covet and which were a disturbing 
influence at the Genoa conference, will nos 
save her from utter ruin.—(Theodore Wil- 
liams, in Leslie's Weekly.

The wicker collects dust and is 
therefore impracticable unless covered 
with washable linen slips. The vfurniture 
for any room must be carefully selected 
and it has been sugges‘ed that if a person 
ig daily associated with one type in the 
office or store, the kind used at home should 
possess some degree of difference so thaf 
the mental currents may be alternated. 

It. is scarcely necessary to emphasize the 
effect of color on our feelings and con- 
sequently on our general health. The same 
principle holds good with color as with the 
elimination of objects. As there should not 


be an unnecessary confusion, neither should | 
there be such a drastic deprivation of color 
that the room becomes a somber cell. Col- 
or, and often color only, is the means where- 
by cheerfulness and restfulmess are ob- 
tained. Of course, certain colors must be 
taken out of rooms where the main busi- 
ness is rest and in reality the whole house 
should take on this aspect at least to those 
members of the family who are out work- 
ing all day. Those who stay at home often 
fail to appreciate this important factor in 
living conditions. 

Red is an excitant and must be carefully 
used and strong yellows are over-stimulat- 
ing. Browns are considered depressing by 
the majority gf people and even too much 
green may have the same effect. There 
are some color schemes that have few faults 
in themselves and also allow the addition 
of some bright notes. Old ivory and blue 
are usually considered good while sky blue} 
and gold, known as the dawn colors, are 
courageous and optimistic. Green, gray and 
blue are cool. Red, violet and yellow are 
warm.

parent power of some insects and animals to 
forecast changes in the weather. 

Men of observation in fieli and forest 
Lave long noted that certain species of in- 
nects and animals mafifest unusual activity 
Sours before the arrival of a storm. 

A certain species of beetle will show ex- 


— nervousness and hasten into their 


abitations as if fleeing from a threatening 

danger. Similarly a-species of fish seems to 
have foreknowledge of a coming storm, 
sometimes as much as a day in advance. 
Another animal forecaster is the tree toad. 
- Thig little animal has been observed to be 
content to enjoy life in silence as long as 
the weather conditions are fine, but when 
rain is coming he beging his monotonous 
song and he keepd on croaking ly 
until the storm breaks and if the is 
prolonged he plunges into a pond or stream 
to get Out of the patter, and there — 
unti] the storm has passed. 


A study of this phenomena has solved ‘the 
mystery of this seeming presience, which 
has been attributed to a power not pos- 
sessed by animals of a higher type or by 
man himself. Reaction to stimuli is the ex- 
planation given. The animal forecasters 
are said to be sensitive to increases in the 
amount of electricity im the atmosphere. 
Thetr organisms simply react as they do to 
any other stimulus, such as fire, that pro- 
duces discomfort or threatens existence. 
Owing to this supersensitiveness the reac- 
tion begins while the maximum of the -dis- 
turbance is yet a lorg way off from the 
locale of the animal. There are probably 
other facters operative such as air pres- 
sure, humidity, temperature. . 

Why do animals of this class react to 
these stimili? Do they reason from effect 
to cause? Some students assert that all the 
actions of animals are simply automatic, 
and even attribute the acts of man to auto 
matism. Others ascribe all the acts of 
animals to instinct, a species of intelligence 
developed from experience through count- 
less generations; st{fl others attribute them 
to an all pervading Intelligence termed the 
Over Soul of Emerson. 

All that cam be safd definitely on the 
subject of causation in this respect, is that 
it is still q subject for philosophical specu- 
lation. 


MAKING DIAMONDS 

While the diamond has always been the 
most admired of precious stones, adorned 
the dladems of royalty, and, because of its 
costliness has been a fruitful cause of 
tragedy, it is own brother to a lump of coal. 

The internal eonstitution of the flashing 
jewel is the same as that of coal, or other 
forms of carbon. In the beautifal gem na- 
ture has crystaiited carbon; in other forms 
carbon is amorphous or uncrystalized. Dia 
monds are found in natural deposits, princt- 
pally im South Africa, in the East Indies and

Since a scientist, in 1772. gave 
parture for attacking the problem 


this experiment the deduction was correctly 
made that the two forms were identical in 
substance, and that diamonds could be pro- 
duced from the cruder forms of carbon if 4 
proper method could be discovered. 


First attempts only resulted in the pro- 
duction of microscopic crystals. Finally, an 
investigator experimented with calcium-car- 


was placed in an electric furnace and sub- 
mitted to a, direct current of electricity of 
high potential. By this process the elements 
composing the carbide were separated. The 
calcium was attracted to the negative elec- 
trode of the furnace, where it underwent 
combustion; the free carbon was found in 
the slag produced by the decomposition of 
the carbide, at the positive pole, in the form 
of crystals, from one-thirty-fifth to 
one-eighteenth of an inch in diameter. Some 
of them possessed the properties of the 
natural diamond—hardness, transparency, 
cleavage, brilliancy.
